Fisk, who is a member of: the 
butcher's union, said he refused 
to sign the petition because he 
thought such exceptions would 
likely kill the project, which he 
supports. 

“He (Reiske) accused me of 
not being for labor. If we all 
start getting our sacred cows in 
now, the whole project will be 
scrapped,” Fisk said. 

A proposal is being pursued by 
the city that would require the 
demolition of 10 downtown 
blocks to make way for a shop- 
ping center. City officials have 
said the project is likely to be 
built. Studies indicate that 300 
full-time jobs would be created 
once the shopping center is built. 

Fisk told the City Council on 
Tuesday that he was upset about 
the incident and warned other 
aldermen that they may face 
similar pressures aS a result of 
the project 

Second Ward Alderman Jim 


Miller, chairman of the council's 
Downtown Behabilitation Com 
mittee, said excluding the Labor 
Temple, which falls within the 
proposed- project area— would 
stop the project. He said the 
shopping center, boundarie: were 
not set in stone** and ques- 
tioned why the Labor Council 
would jeopardize the current 
proposal 
“I find their tactics and their 
intent to be insulting and inflam- 
matgry to everyone.
